Fortunately, there are an increasing 
number of experiment stations that 
are impartially evaluating selections 
from various sources before they are 
named or introduced.

The respons 
bility for insuring trueness to name 
and substantial quality must become a 
concern of the grower and distributor, 
because the choice based on quality 
has largely been lost by the shopper 
Her selection based on appearance is 
not often the guarantee desired

variety, but this name should be fos 
tered, displayed, and protected in t!

FOUR NEW STRAWBERRIES 


THe following strawberry varieties were intro- 
duced too late in 1959 to be included by 
Brooks and Olmo in their listings. 

FLETCHER, FRONTENAC, and FULTON are the 
names of three new strawberries developed in 
the fruit breeding program at Cornell's New 
York State Experiment Station. The three new 
varieties were introduced to commercial fruit 
growers at the recent meeting of the New York 
State Fruit Testing Co-operative Association, 
Geneva. 

FLETCHER (New York 423) ripens a few days 
after Sparkle and is recommended for commercial 
use because of its productiveness and viqor. It 
has excellent dessert and freezing qualities. 

FRONTENAC iNew York 96) is recommended 
to commercial growers for its late ripening, 
heavy cropping, firmness, and good freezing 
quality. 

FULTON (New York 233) is described as hav- 
ing unusual firmness, but is not as suitable for 
freezing as the other two. However, Prof. George 
L. Slate, the station's small fruit specialist who 
originated the new varieties, comments. ‘‘The 
premium that is being paid for firm berries on 
the two auction blocks in this state is the primary 
reason for introducing Fulton."' 

Limited stocks are available from the fruit 
testing association, which propagates and dis- 
tributes the station's new introductions 

CYCLONE is the name of ao new strawberry 
variety developed at lowa State University, 
Ames. It is a big, June-bearing strawberry with 
excellent flavor and freezing quality. Cyclone is 
@ superior dessert berry, and thus is recom- 
mended for local markets rather thon for ship- 
ping. The plant is vigorous ond has moderate 
resistance to leof spot. Dr. Ervin L. Denisen, as- 
sociate professor of horticulture at lowa State, 
conducted the breeding work on the new variety. 

Cyclone plants may be obtained from lowa 
and other midwestern nurseries. 





STRAWBERRY 


Earlimore is an early June bearing type. Its 
medium large fruit is maintained through a rela- 
tively long picking season. The berry is an attrac- 
tive bright red, firm but juicy, with a good 
flavor which is pleasant, aromatic, and slightly 
acid. The very vigorous plant gives high yields. 
It is winter hardy, and highly resistant to leaf 
pot and leaf scorch. The flowers are perfect. It 
wys originated and introdueed by Drs. A. N. 
Wileox and T. S. Weir, University of Minnesota 
Fruit Breeding Farm. It was selected in 1941 and 
distributed for trial in 1950 

Teague ji another midwestern release, 

from Logan, lowa, where 

overed in 1956 by Lee Roy Teague 

deep, dark red.

Ogallala is the result of a co-operative experi- 
ment by Dr. Glen Viehmeyer, North Platte Ex- 
periment Station, Nebr., and Dr. LeRoy Powers, 
USDA, Cheyenne, Wyo. Several varieties, as well 
as wild Rocky Mountain strawberry species, en- 
tered into its parentage, The fruit is of high 
quality, medium to large and carrying a good 
ize through the season. The skin is a rich, dark 
red but too tender for good shipping. The flesh 
is a bright red, firm, tender, sweet, with a mild 
aroma. The season starts in late May or early 
June at North Platte and runs to early Novem- 
ber. It is everbearing except for a two-week 
period right after the spring crop. The plant is 
extremely winter hardy, yields very well, has 
dense dark green foliage, and is highly resistant 
to leaf spot. It appears to be well adapted to the 
northern Great Plains region

WALNUT 

Bowser was originated in Xenia, Ohio. It is ¢ 
chance seedling of the eastern black walnut. T 
shell is thin, with good cracking qualities. It 
averages about 35 nuts per pound, and the kernel 
averages 37% of the weight of the whole nut. 

Neyer and Neyer 2 are both of the Persian 
type and were developed by Fred Neyer, Ann 
Arbor, Mich. Both are seedlings from seed im- 
ported from Rev. Paul C. Crath in Poland by 
Wisconsin Horticultural Societ and planted in 
1936. The nut of Neyer is round, with a sweet, 
white, plump, very attractive kernel. The shell 
is thin. It ripens early but unevenly. Neyer was 
a prize winner in 1953 Michigan Nut Contest. 

Neyer 2 has a fairly heavy smell. The white 
kernel is not as sweet as that of Neyer, and it 
ripens very uniformly, midseason to late. It won 
a prize in 1956 Michigan Nut Contest.
